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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is regarding the Amendments to the Specification, the Amendments to the 
Claims, and the Remarks, all filed 08/18/2008. Applicants have amended claims 1 - 5 
and 7 - 8 in order to overcome claim objections and 35 USC 1 12 2 nd paragraph 
rejections cited by the Examiner in the Office Action filed 04/16/2008. Claims 1 - 8 are 
still pending in this Application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 - 8 are allowed. 

3. Prior art does not teach, or fairly suggest, the semiconductor IC, the design 
method of a semiconductor IC, or the design tool of a semiconductor IC that further 
include: (a) first logic circuits with registers for writing external data, and a first control 
circuit for controlling these registers; and (b) second logic circuits with registers, and a 
second control circuit that controls these registers in accordance with the output signals 
from the first logic circuits, whereby the first and second logic circuits can 
independently be layed out and verified for timing.
